KHMER AND KOREA AT 29TH GA - 

WHILE FRIENDLY COSPONSORS ACTED VIGOROUSLY TO HOLD LINE 
AGAINST GA PRES BOUTEELIKA'S (ALGERIA) EEEORTS TO HAVE KHMER 
DEBATE PRECEDE KOREA DEBATE, ISSUE HAS NOT BEEN RESOLVED. 

IN REPORTING CONVERSATION WITH GA PRES, ANAND (THAILAND) 

AND TEMPLETON (NEW ZEALAND) SAID BOUTEELIKA GAVE IMPRESSION 
HE WOULD IE NECESSARY WORK TO LIMIT DEBATE ON PALESTINE SO 
THAT KHMER COULD BE TAKEN UP AND CONCLUDED BEEORE KOREA. 

WHEN ANAND REPORTED BOUTEFLIKA TOLD KHMER SPOKESMAN HE WOULD 
INSIST THAT PLENARY WORK TAKE PRIORITY OVER WORK OE COMITES, 

COMITE I CHAIRMAN ORTIZ DE ROZAS (ARGENTINA) REACTED ANGRILY 
AND EXPRESSED STRONG IRRITATION OVER BOUTEELIKA'S "MANI- 
PULATIONS " OP PRESIDENCY. CONSENSUS OP ALLIES WAS THAT ORTIZ' 

ATTITUDE WAS LIKELY TO CONTINUE TO BE HELPFUL BUT THAT BOUTE- 
FLIKA - DETERMINED, RESOURCEFUL AND UNPRINCIPLED - REMAINED 
SERIOUS THREAT. 

ROK AMB PARK THOUGHT LATEST VOTE COUNT SHOWED FRIENDLY KOREAN 
RES WOULD PASS COMITE 1 BY COMFORTABLE MARGIN, BUT HE WAS "LESS 
CERTAIN" ABOUT MARGIN OF HOSTILE RES AND REMINDED COSPONSORS 
OF "SERIOUS DOMESTIC REPERCUSSIONS" IN ROK IF IT PASSED. 

JAPANESE AND KOREANS AGREED "ALGERIAN " SIDE HAS SO FAR NOT DISPLAYED 
ANY INTEREST IN COMPROMISE THIS YEAR. COLOMBIANS DISCLOSED 
THAT UN LEGAL COUNSEL MADE CLEAR TO ONE OF HOSTILE RES CO- 
SPONSORS THAT IF VOTING PRIORITY ON FRIENDLY RES WAS CHALLENGED 
ON PROCEDURAL GROUNDS, LEGAL COUNSEL WOULD RULE IN FAVOR OF

SIR ALIEU JACK (CURRENT HEAD OF GAMBIAN GA DEL) DID NOT 
ACKNOWLEDGE GAMBIAN COSPONSORSHIP OF PRO-GRUNK DRAFT RES, 

BUT ADMITTED POOR PRECEDENT WOULD BE SET BY SEATING GOVT- 
IN-EXILE IN UN. HE AGREED TO CONSULT WITH COLLEAGUES AND SEEK 
INSTRUCTIONS. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTELS 5133, 5137, 5132) 

VIENNA AS THIRD UN CITY - 
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AUSTRIANS SUBMITTED TO SECRETARIAT DRAFT RES ON VIENNA 

AS THIRD UN CITY WHICH IS RESULT OF EXTENSIVE CONSULTATIONS 

BETWEEN AUSTRIANS AND EC-9 ON ONE HAND AND AUSTRIANS 

AND LDC'S ON OTHER. AUSTRIANS SAID THEY COULD "LIVE" WITH 

REVISED DRAFT, BUT HAD HOPED TO OBTAIN MORE EXPLICIT ENDORSEMENT OF

PAKISTANI DEL HAD TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT US DIFFICULTIES WITH 
INITIAL DRAFT AND REQUESTED US COMMENTS. BAYANDOR (IRAN) 

TOLD DELOFF NOV 18 THAT ARAB DELS HAD NOT YET REACTED TO 
IRANIAN REVISED OP SECTION OF MENFZ DRAFT RES, AND HE HAS 
APPROACHED COMITE I CHAIRMAN TO REQUEST POSTPONEMENT TO END
